1, At the end of June 1950, 30 Japanese ships given to the Chinese Communists 
by the USSK were at Port arthur, welhaiwei and Tsingtao, ready for use in 
the Taiwan offensive before the anticipated american military aid could 
become effective. The Soviets were encouraging the Chinese Communists in 
active invasion preparations, promising that Soviet naval and air forces 
would opsnly particiapte in the offensive against Taiwan, if necessary. 


20 In May a Soviet air Force unit from iu Lu Ch'ia (% a *- ),* Outer 
Mongolia, was transferred to Tsingtao by order of Soviet air Force General 
Ya~cha~shan-ta~pi-min-k'e-lao (2 7R{ 2, A WoC S)(? aleksanar

3- In May, 300 Soviet air Foroe ground service personnel aided the Chinese 
Communists to strengthen air bases. A Soviet naval headquarters was estab- 
lished at Chefoo under Vice Admiral Ch'i-lao—t'e-fu-Ling-hu ( & % We 
45 1&;)(?Chilotevrenko), with sea communications to Port arthur. 


4. In June, 12 Soviet warships and 4 Japanese craft sailed from ort arthur 
for Shanghai and other ports on the Chekiang-Fukien coast.
